General Uprising Is Now

Sevastopol, Nov. 27.—Tbe mutinous

won for him many friends during his1 
brief residence in Janesville, breath- 
ed Iiis last shortly before on o'clock 
Sunday morning.

warned "family or the trained nurse 
who was attending him that death 
was near 
He had been suffering with 


typhoid fever for nearly three weeks' 
but all conditions seemed favorable 
for his recovery until Saturday when 
his strength appeared to be failing. 


The deceased came here -about two 


years ago to take the management 
of the Badger CoaV Co.'s business. 
Prior to that time he had been a. stu- 
dent at Northwestern University, from 
which institution he graduated. Dur- 
ing his course he was identified with 
athletics and a member of the Beta 
Thota Pi fraternity. He was also pri- 
vate secretary to President 
James 


and it was while engaged in his dut- 
ies in this capacity in the offices near 
the Iroquois theatre that he was ena- 
bled to do heroic work in the rescue 
of victims of the terrible fire Dec. 30, 
]903. Upon coming to Janesville Mr. 
Campbell at once identified himself 
with the active work of the Method- 
ist church of which lie was a mem- 
ber and the Young Men's Christian 
Association, and

ago took two degrees

About a year and.a half ago he was 


married in Evanston to Miss Bron- 
son, a class-mate in college and a 
daughter of'Dr. Bronson, who has the 
chair of biblical history in the Gar- 
rott Theological institute. Mr. and 
Mrs. Campbell lived for a time on 
South Jackson street and then mov- 
ed into a cozy home at the corner 
of Washington and Bluff streets. Six 
months ago a baby boy came to in- 
crease that large measure of happi- 
ness which the young couple seemed 
destined long to enjoy.

into effect against this baneful prac- 
tice.

No man can 
be said to be safe from sudden, death 
ur.til this thing is stamped out by the 
most stringent measures." 


Outwardly there is nothing to dis- 


tinguish the obeahman from the ordi- 
nary villager^ unless it is perhaps his 
sinister 'look and- peculiar slouching 
gait, as, carrying in one Hand- a long 
stick and. in the other a cotton ba£ 
containing bits of broken bottles, cats 
07 dogs' teeth. r.ai!s,.bones, pins, bits 
of cloth, etc., he shuffles along the 
country roads or back trails on some 
deadly mission. Besides his more sin- 
ister trade .-of d-eath, tho obeahman 
deals in love philters and charms. It 
is, too, a well-known fact that in cases 
of lawsuit an obeahman is retained as 
veil as a lawyer. Usually ho "works" 
ai home on the case, but occasionally 
lie accompanies his client to court for 
the purpose- of ^casting-s-pel'.s on the 
prosecutor and his witnesses and in- 
fluencing the judge and jury. 


Cultivating Poisonous Plants. 


The obeahman is well versed: in all 


the vegetable poisons of the island, 
and- sometimes cultivates in some re- 
mote galley in the mountains a patch 
of deadly plants. He knows that the 
•presence of vegetable poison is much 
harder to detect.than that of mineral. 
One of his favorite methods of pois- 
oning, which is diabolical in Us. in- 
genuity, is to soak the undergarments 
of an intended victim in a strong d-o- 
coction of poisonous herbs.

spiring body of the owner of the 
"doctored" garments, and his mys- 
terious death soon follows.'

GREAT WEALTH FOR FARMERS 


Men Who Till the Soil Can Look 


Upon Brethren in Cities Without 
Envy, Since Prosperity Roosts in 
the Country. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Tho products 


of'the farms of the United States in 
1905 
reached a value of $G,.115,000,- 


CHiO, the highest amount ever reached, 
according to the annual report of Sec- 
retary Wilson. 


Besides the enormous yield the'sec- 


retary estimates the farms of the 
country ha've increased i:t value dur- 
ing the last five years to -. present ag- 
gregate jf $6,133,000,000. 


"Every sunset during the last five 


years," he says, > "has registered an 
increase of $3,400,000 in the value of 
ihe farms of this country." 


In dealing with the 
crop 
report 


"'leak,' Secretary Wilson, after refer- 
ring to the "gross breach of trust on 
the j?art of one of the employes of 
the bureau of statistics, says: . "This 
department acted with vigor and dis- 
patch when it got evidence of wrong- 
doing 011 the part of its own officials, 
but we have no evidence of disci- 
plinary or preventive action at the 
traders' end of tho line, where gam- 
blers, interested neither in the pro- 
duction nor consumption, disturb val- 
ues to the injury of both and make 
loud outcry when creatures of their 
own kinj corrupt officials to betray 
confidence for the love of money. 


"The responsibility for this 'leak' 


is /shared by every one, who, to .get 
money

work, gambles

Production Is Immense. 


Analyzing the principal crops for 


the year, the secretary says that corn 
reached its highest production with

by farmers. 


Farmers' Wealth Is .Growing. 


"In the north central states farmers 


have been depositing money in the 
banks until the rate of interest on de- 
po.sils has fallen so low that they 
have diverted a large portion of their 
savings to permanent investments," I 
says the report. 
"In spit of the factj 


thftt. the banks do not receive -and 
keep all or most of the farmers' sav- 
ings, tho increase of bank deposits 
in agricultural states and larger re- 
gions is most extraordinary. 


"The remarkable increases in bank 


deposits in agricultural states, as well 
as the increase in the number of 
small country banks, are directly and 
indirectly because.ot the profits that 
have come to the farmers from the 
operation of their farms. 
The man 


with the hoe has become the man 
with the harvester and the depositor 
and shareholder of the bank. 


"Should there be no -elapse from 


his present position as a. weakh pro- 
ducer, three years hence the 'armer 
will find that the farming element, 
about 35 per cent of the population, 
has produced. an amount of wealth 
within'ten years equal to one-half oC 
the entire national wealth produced 
in three centuries.
